The vision was a warn- 
ing :nd the reader was to flee from 
danger, but the Cooper version has 
survived the original and practically 
put it out of use. 

A popular chronic misquotation is 
that of the passage in Hudibras, 
which says: He that compiles against 
his will is of the same opinion still. 
Authors and public speakers without 
number have twisted that into: A man 
convinced against his will is of the 
same opinion still, forgetting that a 
man who was convinced could not 
possibly remain of the same opinjon 
for if he was of the came opinion he 
would not be convinced. 

Theodore Roosevelt publicly declar- 
ed that Washington in his farewell-ad- 
dress said: To be prepared for war 
is the most effective means to promote 
peace. But the first President said 
nothing. of the sort in his farewell 
address.

Of more interest to the small con- 
sumer of wood-products are the side 
lights the bulletin throws on the pos- 
sibility of substituting cheap home 
grown woods for the expensive for- 
eign species now used so extensively. 
Recent tests made of their physical 
Properties have demonstrated the suit- 
ability for certain purposes of many 
native species, hitherto despised by 
tho dealers. For hardwood flooring 
in piace of the oak and maple now 
in general use, may be substituted the 
home grown birch and beech which 
take a high polish and have the ad- 
vantage of being considerably cheap- 
Likewise for interior finishing, 
the expensive oak can be very closely 
imitated by stained black ash and 
stained birch is almost indistinguish- 
able from mahogany, while stained 
red gum requires an expert to dis- 
tinguish it from the costly Circassian 
walnut. The now expensive white 
pine is being replaced, where durabil- 
ty is not a requisite, by the cheaper 
spruce, basswood and elm.. Poplar 
and balgam fir are two of the. most 
common ‘trees in Ontario and_ that 
they have, wider uses is evident from 
the fact that poplar is highly valued 
for h:rdwood flooring in Manitoba 
while balsam fir is perhaps the most 
widely used native species din the 
Maritime provinces. 

The bulletin also indicates the ex- 
istence of a market in Ontario for 
sumec, apple and cherry logs. The 
lumber. cut from them being worth 
$30, $46.50, and $44.50 per thousand 
feet board measure respectively. The 
Forestry Branch has already been in- 
strumental in vecuring sales of the 
wood of worn out apple orchards and 
is desirous of further ‘serving the pub- 
lic along these lines. The bulletin 
on The Wood-using Industries of On- 
tario can be had gratis from the For- 
estry Branch, Department of -the In- 
terior, Ottawa.

THE EGYPTIAN SCARAB. 


 Qurtous Sacred Syervet ‘That Has En 
dured for 8,000 Years. 


The scarab, like the swastika, is 
example of ‘the. curious persisten 
with which certain forms of sep 
ism have held the popular imagination 
and endured from the earliest timer 
down to the present day. ‘It is now 
used as a decoration for clasps. and 
buckles and also as part of a head 
dress or fastening for cloak or go bbe 
with the peculiar oval beetle wor 
either in beads, enamel or metal. 
on. use tig scarab’ as sites emblem. 
o ancient ee religion cay 
be traced as far back as 6,000 B.C, 
It was, in fact, commonly employed 
in connection with religious’ obsery: 
antes, archaeologists. being of the 
opinion that when strong together iy 


ments and in papyri, they represented 
the rosaries used by worshipers in 
prayers. 

The practically invariable presence 
of the scarab among the wrappings of 
mummies and in the decofation of 
mummy eases points to its having 
been regarded by the ancient Egyp- 
tians as an emblem of resurrection. 
This symbolic interpretation is, in 
fact, cdnnected with the old beiief 
that beetles arose from the dead, a 
belief which doubtless owes its origin 
to the habit of these insects of rolling 
their eggs in balls of sand, so that 
when the young are hatched they have 
the appearance of issuing unaided 
from the earth, Scarabs found in 
tombs usually bear some. inscription 
from the Egyptian ‘Book of the 
Dead," referring to the exchange of an 
old heart for a new. Hence arose, no 
doubt, the custom of placing scarabs 
over the heart of a dead person, the 
preservation of whose: body they were 
supposed to secure. In many cases 
the heart was removed altogether 
when-the body. was- embalmed, 
was then replaced by a scarab. 

The earliest scarabs were formed of 
soft stone; later examples were made 
of pottery or engraved on pieces of 
hard granite. In color tu.ey either te 
sembled that of the green Egyptian 
cockchafter or were of that fine, deep 
blue go characteristic of Egyptian pot 
tery beads. The back is always in the 
form of the sacred beetle and the flat 
base is engraved in various ways, ac- 
cording to the period to which the 
scarab belongs. Some bear the names 
of Egyptian Kings, while others are 
‘engraved with the portraits (rather 
impressionistic in style!) of Queens 
and various royal personages. Amen- 
shoten IIT. was accustomed to issue his 
royal edicts on the face of enormous 
searabs, especially constructed for the 
purpose, and smaltler-ones were used 
by’ him as gifts or to convey to friends 
the assurance of his good feeling. 

The meaning of those peculiar spiral 
decorations which so often appear on 
scarabs as well as on ancient eastern 
monuments, such as Cleopatra's 
Needle, has been entirely Jost sight of, 
but that all such devices had a specifio 


and 


| meaning, however obscure, has been 


well established by antiquarian re- 
search. 

During the thirrd century B.C. 
scarabs were frequently fashioned 
from gold and precious stones, and. 
the fact that they were wrought in 
certain fixed sizes seems to point to 
the fact that they represented money 
values and were employed as a med- 
ium of exchange. But for whatever 

urpose they were used, their myster- 
bee sacred character always remain. 
ed, and this has endured wherever 
they are found, without regard to cene 
tury or to country.

PULP AND PAPER 


An Industry Which Has Grown Rapid 
: ly In Canada 


Acoording to the Toronto Globe, up 
to three or four years ago the pulp 
and paper industry of Quebec re- 
ceived little attention from the bust- 
ness world. Previous ‘to that time all 
the big mills on the continent were 
located gouth of the border, and the 
smaller Canadian mills operating in a 
less remunerative fleld, were unable 
to make much headway. Careless 
methods of cutting and the heavy We- 
mands made upon ‘the American 
forests practically exhausted their 
available supplies - af pulpwood and 
they turned to Canada. Wor years 
American millowners were allowed to 
take out pulpwood from Quebec 
without let or. hindrance, Some two 
or three years ago ‘sir Lomer Gouin 
put into force a measure prohibiting 
the exportation of" pulpwood cut from 


Crown lands, which proved to be the 


beginning of the wonderful expansion 
of this industry. American manufac- 
turers, knowing that they could 
not get pulpwood from Quebec 
crossed the border, bought up’ Hmits 
and located their mills on this side 
of the line. In one year following the 
‘passing of the measure no less than 
nineteen pulp, paper and lumber com- 
panies were incorporated in Que- 
bec, with a total capitalization of 
$41,709,000. This capital came largely 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and France, although Canadians con- 
tributed a considerable aniount. Last 


| year several of the newly-incorporated 


mills commenced production, while 
during 1918 aJarge number of others 
will commence active manufacturing. 
Of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
eut in Canada during the past 
year, 866,042 cords were manu- 
“factured into pulp in Oanadian 


mills, while 980,866' cords were ex-~ 


ported in the raw or unmanufactured 
state. The total cut for 1912 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. over the 
figures’ for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can- 
ada amounted to nearly 29 per cent. 
as compared with an increase in our

This will all ‘be changed when he 
sees that the cultivation of the soll 
calls forth. the exercise of as much 
ingenuity and scientific knowledge as 
manufacture or the pursuits of trade 
and commerce. 

Some of the mogt. interesting ex- 
amples of the progress. now being 
made in’ rendering the earth more ca- 
pable of supporting the demands of 
its fast growing population—which 
has now reached a total of about two 
thousand millions—are afforded by 
the South African® experiments in 
growlng wheat without rain from 
seeding to harvest. 

This must seem a true miracle in 
the eyes of many:an old-time farmer 
who has been. accustomed to regard 
the signs of the sky with anxious @ol- 
{citude, believing that only the bouiity 
of nature could ald him. and that 
plenty of rain is essential to the 
th of. crops. But science has 
achieved it! ; ; 

It was found that in some places— 
in arid regions where but little rain 
fell in the course of the year—a deep 
uniform subsoil existed in which the 
molsture was stored up and protected 
from evaporation by anket of sur- 
face soll. Acting u this indica- 
tion the soll was everywhere, where 
crops were desired, ploughed and har- 
rowed until a very deep uniform sub- 
soil was-produced protected by a su- 
perficial blanket. 

By. this method it,has been found 
possible té bottle up in the deep un- 
dersoll the scattered rainfall for three 
or four years. In the second year a 
crop of wheat can be produced from 
the. first year’s. ratmfall; in the third 
year one from the second year’s rain, 
in the fourth year a crop from the 
third year’s rain, and so on. The 
cultivators are thus rendered inde- 
pendent of the vagaries of the ratn- 
fall. Some is bound to:came in the 
course of every year, and even though 
{t amounts to only 20 inches for the 
entire 12 months, by the system of 
bottling up in the-soll it can be ren- 
dered available when wanted. 

Dr. Macdonald of the South African 
Union Department of Agriculture, 
says: We in South Africa have grown 
a rainless wheat. We have grown 
wheat without a single drop of rain 
falling on {t from seed-time until 
harvest. ~ 

Tha wheat used is a durum wheat 
called’ Apulia, imported from the dry 
belt of Italy. Before this dry farm- 
ing was introduced the South African 
farmers hugged the irrigation water 
furrows and believed that only in 
their presence was wheat growing 
possible. There were a few Irrigated 
patches and the rest of the country 
was ai desert. Now, the _ bot- 
tling system has changed and all that, 
and thousands of acres supposed to 
be valueless are yielding abundant 
crops.

Path of the Sun 


The sun’s Path Is called the ecliptic. 
It is a great circle of the celestial 
sphere, cutting the celestial equator 
at two points 180 degrees apart and 
making with it an angle :f 23% de- 
grees known as the obliquity of the 
ecliptic. The crossing. points are 
called the equinoxes, because the days 
and nights are then equal, and the 
points midway between the equinoxes 
are the solstices, because the sun then 
seems to star still for a few days. 

The ecliptic'is so called because 
eclipses occur only when the mocn is 
crossing it or is near it, . for the 
moon’s orbit cuts the ecliptic in two 
points, called nodes or knots, and at 
other times is above or below it. If 
tha moon when in efther node, is in 
line with the sun and the earth we 
have an ectipse, elther total or annu- 
lar. If she 1. near her node we have 
a »artial eclipse, 

The moon’s nodes are not ttation- 
ary, but move backward on the moon’s 
orbit, completing a revolution in 
about nineteen years, when the eclip- 
ses of the period recur in the same 
order and at about the same intervals 
as before. This period of eighteen 
years and eleven days is called the 
saros. It was known to the Chal- 
deans and the Greeks and gave them 
their data for computing eclipses. 

Any intelligent person can trace the 
sun’s path in the. heavens. If the 
sun rises exactly in the east and sets 
in the west it is the time of the equin- 
oxes. If the sunrise and sunset

Under them are chiefs of re- 
serves, forest gwards, rangers, eto, 
The more important, positions are all 
filled. by eal foresters, usually 
highly trained mén who have com- 
Pleted their course in the Oxfoz-4 
School of Forestry and in Germany. 
This. organ 
bles that of the Canadian 
ment forest reserves: . 

Under their supervision, forest sur- 
veys are being made for the demarea- 
tion of new reserves, and existing. re- 
serves gre being protected from fire 
by burning or cutting fire-belts around 
the reserves aid by planting up their. 
perimeters with trees of the less in- 
flammable species. Az a result of 
these precautions, there were: burned 
during the season of 1911 only seven 
hundred acres.o- 0.04 per cent. of 
the total area. 

On the reserves themtelves’ im- 
provement cuttings are being carried 
on under the direction of forest offi- 
clals, for the removal of defective tim- 
ber and weed trees, and. these opera- 
tions not only have -much improved 
the species composition of the forests 
but have proved financiaHy justifiable 
as well, 3 ’ 

Replanting is also being. extensively 
carried on in’ the various Reserves, 
the total area replanted at the end of 
1911 being 48,136 acres. Several 
species. of exdtics are being intro- 
duced with considerable success. 
Nurseries are maintained and the 
seed and transplants of forest trees 
are sold to the public at cost. About 
six thousand dollars. worth of seed 
was sold by the Department during 
the year, together with 2,806,402 seed- 
lings, valued at over $42,500.00.

He 
also proposed a system of medical po- 
Hee, which finds its counterpart tn the 
health officers of todny, It was he 
who declared, “As nastiness Is a great 
source of infection, so cleanliness is 
the greatest preventative” ° 

He it was who said nearly 200 years 
ago:: “If there be any Contagious Dis- 
temper in the Sbip the Sound men 
should leave thelr Cloaths, which 
should be: burnt, the men washed and 
shaved and, having fresh Cloaths, 
should stay in Lazaretto—that is, 
quarantine—thirty to forty days. The
